“BLACK POPE” 
DIES SUDDENLY.

ROME, Aug. 20, 11:30 a.m. (via 
Paris, 9:15 p.m.)—Father Francis 
Xavier Wernz, known as “the Diack 
pope,” died early today from dia- 
betes. His fatal illness was superin- 
duced by his anxiety over the war. 
He had constantly prayed that vic- 
tory should rest on the Austro-Ger- 
man arms, but he was equally anx- 
ious as to the fate of the Jesuits in 
France, Germany and Austria.

WOMAN TELLS EXPERIENCE. 


RS. MAY WHITNEY EMERSON 
of No. 616 South Burlington ave- 
nue mourns the death of the 
Pope not only as the Pontiff of the 
Holy Roman Church, but also as a 
priest of the church, to meet whom,

Finally per- 
spiring and worn but, but still patient 
and controlling his nerves, Carranza 
managed to reach the narrow little 
balcony and there faced the people 
who blackened the zocalo below. If 
the buildings al! were lifted out of 
the zone bordered » Fifth, Seventh, 
Hill and Spring stree every square 
inch of this space would be packed 
solid with the men, women and chil- 
dren who were here today. 

Angelenos witnessing the scene 
might get an impression of the 
enormity of the crowd before the pal- 
ace. Carranza in his address gave 
Villa eulogistic mention. As he was 
talking, Consul Silliman, Wilson's 
emissary with him, attempted to 
get to his side, but failed, and left 
the palace after the address. Car- 
ransa ultimately managed to dodge 
out through a hidden door and hur- 
ried into the breakfast-room.

Venustiano Carranza, the supreme 
chief of the Mexican revolution, and 
from today provisional President of 
the republic, entered the capital at 
noon. He was given an enthuglastic 
reception by the crowds on the 


It is estimated that more than 
160,000 persons crowded the line of 
march of the new President and his 
followers, which extended from the 
village of Atzcapotzalco to the Na- 
tional Palace, a distance of six miles. 
There wae not the slightest disorder 
as Gen. Carranza and his staff passed 
through the cheering crowds, which 
showered them with flowers and con- 
fetti, and from which came cries of 
“Long live Carranza; long live the 
Constitutional government.” 

At dawn today the Constitutionalist 
troops began forming at close in- 
tervals in a double line along the 
entire distance over which the vic- 
torlousa Constitutionalist leader was 
to pass. Back of the troops were 
ranged the sightseers and on every 
roof of the balcony were spectators. 

It was near noon when Gen. Car- 
ranga, mounted on a superb horse 
and accompanied by his staff, and 
the generals of the Northwest, -the 
Central and the Northeast divisions 
of the Constitutionalist army, lett 
Atscapotzalco, escorted by a squadron 
of cavalry and the Fourth Sonora 
Battalion of Infantry, which acted 
as the guard of honor. On reaching 
the city limits the column was met 
by the Mayor and the City Council of 
the capital, who delivered to Gen. 
Carranza the keys of the city. 

After this ceremony the cavalcade 
proceeded to the historic Chapultepec 
eastie, where the two batteries of ar- 
tillery fired a salute in honor of the 
new Chief Executive. Here the pa- 
rade turned down the beautiful Paseo 
de la Reforma, which avenue was 
designed by the unfortunate Empress 
Carlota and which leads from the 
castle to the National Palace.

Yesterday morn- 
ing he recalled the dreams, told a 
friend. or two, and then came to Los 
Angeles on business. When he reached 
the city he was served with notice 
that he was sued by Ethelbert E. 
Duncanson for $100,000 damages. 

For a time so vague were the do- 
tails of the court action that Mr. Tebo 
could not recall any of the incidents, 
but after drinking another glass of 
buttermilk, the recollections defined 
the incidents of the arrest and cconvic- 
tion of Ethelbert Duftcanson, on the 
charge of having mistreated his adopt- 
ed daughter, Helen Tyler. 

On June 9, 1909, Mr. Duncanson 
was arrested on evidence produced by 
Sam Pine, Daniel Durkee, Jr.; Mark 
Rose, William H. Baldwin, Daisy 
Duke, R. W. Reynolds and W. J.

Italian Exports Hindered 80 
Lemon Prices Will Probably Con- 
tinue to Remain High With Possi- 
bility of Advance—War Makes In- 
teresting Situation in the Market. 


The European war has created an 
interesting situation so far as the 
lemon market is concerned. Lemon 
prices have soared—not owing to lack 
of supplies, but from lack of shipping 
and distributing facilities which the 
conditions in Europe have produced, 


rd f according to experts; and until the 


Itallan lemon crop can once more be 


moved by water in large quantities, 
lemons in the United States will prob- 
ably remain high priced, for Califor- 
nia does not produce even 60 per cent. 
of the lemons consumed in the United 
States and Canada. 

Italy and California supply the 
world with lemons. Italy annually ex- 
ports 25,000 (California) carloads. 
This season California will ship some- 
thing less than 5000 carleads of lem- 
ons; and the United States under nor- 
mal conditions would have imported 
around 8000 carloads from Italy, to 
make up the deficiency, the major 
part during July and August. 

Of the Italian crop, Germany and 
Austria annually éonsume the equiva- 
lent of $000 California carloads, and 


‘these markets at this time are abso- 


lutely closed to the Italian exporter. 
The United Kingdom annually imports 
another 5000 carloads and Russia 3000 
from Italy; and consumption here will 
in all probability decrease, from lack 
of shipping facilities, if for no other 
reason. 

The general interruption of ocean 
commerce has held up immense quan- 
tities of lemons which under normal 
conditions would now have been ar- 
riving: on American markets, and as 
soon as shipping can Once again be 
resumed, much of the fruit which has 
been held back will without question 
be forwarded to this country with all 
possible dispatch. In addition to these 
shipments, fruit which under usual 
conditions would have found its way 
all through Central Europe—to Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary—will have no 
other outlet than that to this country 
and possibly Great Britain and 
Northern Europe—thus promising ab- 
normal shipments into such ports of 
entry as that of New York, when the 
housewife may look for lower prices 
for her purchages. 

So much of the labor in the growing 
and packing, as well as in the manu- 
facture of lemon by-products, is car- 
ried out by women and children, that 
the mobilization of the Italian army is 
not likely to decrease to any appre- 
clable extent the lemons or by-prod- 
ucts available for export; but on the 
other hand it is improbable that any 
great decrease in the production of by- 
products from lemons which disor- 
ganized markets and shipping have 
thrown back on the producers’ hands 
will follow—for labor will not be 
effort 
will be consequently made to export 
every box which can possibly go for- 
ward 


California has not a normal lemon 
crop this year—probably this year's 
shipments are at a lower ebb than 
we will ever see them again. With 
34,000 acres now planted to lemons in 
the State, many of which are not yet 
in bearing, the output is bound to rap- 
idly increase from year to year. Short- 
age of supplies for the time being has 
raised the lemon market, and the Cali- 
fornia grower is enabled to reap a 
brief harvest for such fruit as he has 
for shipment. What the future has in 
store is largely problematical, but all 
signs point to abundant supplies of 
lemons and a lower market within the 
not far-distant future. 

While a demand will be created for 
lemons for use in hospitals—filled to 
overflowing by the war—other sources 
of consumption will have been cut off 
and the Italian lemon grower will 
look to this country as a market for 
larger quantities of lemons than he 
has ever exported across the Atlantic 
before.

the sea, all of their principal ports, as 
Rio de Janeiro, Montevideo, Buenos

Guaira, are in a state equal to formal 
blockade. There must follow the 
placing upon the high seas to operate 
between the United States and the 
principal South American ports a fleet 
of vessels flying the American flag.” 

A few weeks ago it appeared prob- 
able that the Japanese would become 
competitors in the carrying trade to 
South America. But with the rapid 
course of martial affairs in the Orient, 
this does not now seem probable. Fcr 
instance, nearly every mail to the 
steamship agencies here brings word 
of the withdrawal! from trans-Pacific 
trade of another Japanese liner. The 
latest is the Shinyo Maru, the largest 
and finest steamer sailing from San 

to Japan. 
HERE FIRST. 


But the real pomp and circumstance 
of the events which attended the 
opening cf the Panama Canal, as well 
as a foretaste of the greater things to 
come, will be ours with the arrival, 
probably the 27th inst., of one of the 
two boats to make the initial passage 
of the big ditch. 

It is the Missourian of the Amer 
can-Hawalian'’s fleet, which, with its 
sister ship, the Arizonan, was locked 
into the canal Saturday and left Bal- 
boa north-bound at 11 a.m. Monday. 
The Missourian will make no stops en 
route here, while the Arizonan, with 
a cargo of coal for the government, 
will go direct to San Francisco. 

Built for the Atlantic Transport 
Company, and long in trans-Atlantic 
trade, the Missourian is one of the 
biggest boats operating under the 
American-Hawatiian flag. It is 490 
feet in length and of 7914 gross ton- 
rage. Included in its cargo are 1700 
tons of general merchandise for Los 
Angeles merchants. 

By a happy coincidence, Capt. WII. 
Ham Lyons, who is in command of 
the Missourtan, first trod a ship's 
deck in the old days when American 
“wind-jammers” were familiar sights 
in all the ports of the world. In Kip- 
lingesque words, “he followed the 
canvas-packers down into the West 
and then went into steam.”

There is one proposition upon which, 
at the coming election, all Republicans, all 
Progressives—except the Hon. Hiram W. 


I, Section IX, Paragraph 6 of the Constitu-

This may rec- 
tify a misunderstanding. Roosevelt did not 
so much create peace as speed the parting 
strife, but the Nobel peace prize had to 
find a lodging somewhere.

It is apparent that the Feds aren't 
going to quit.

she may arrive here ahead of the big 
freighter. 

The Luckenbach line succeeded in 
getting the steamer Pleiades through 
the canal east bound ahead of any 
other line and will be the first to land 
California products in New York. 
Agents of the line hope that the Ad- 
miral Dewey will also have the honor 


of bringing the first New York 
— to Los Angeles through the 
ca 


In any event the Missourian was 
the first steamer to pass through the 
locks, although the Admiral Dewey 
was not far behind, and a big cele- 
bration is being planned when she 
docks at municipal pier A that will 
be none the less enthusiastic-if the 
Admiral. Dewey is discharging her 
cargo at East San Pedro when the 
big steamer rounds the end of the 
breakwater. 

Plans are being made to handle 
more freight from this port during 
the week following the arrival of 
the first steamer from Panama than 
during any other similar period 
the history of the harbor. There wi 
be eight steamers here to and from 
New York during this time. 

The American-Hawalian line will 
have three, the Luckenbach line four 
and W. R. Grace & Co. one, the San- 
ta Cruz.

SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 20.—In- 
dians on the reservations in San Ber- 
nardino, Riverside and San Diego 
counties are getting ready for the an- 
nual fiestas. The series of events, 80 
important in the life of the various 
tribes of the fast-disappearing race, 
will be begun at the Rincon reserva- 
tion next week. At the Pala reserva- 
tion the festivities will open on Sep- 
tember 2, while the others will fol- 
low in quick succession, that of the 
San Miguel being one of the last. 

These fiestas are occasions for a big 
gathering of white people to witness 
the native sports and dances. Gov- 
ernment officers attend the fiestas and 
about the only restriction that Uncle 
Sam puts on the activities during the 
week is that of no liquor. Many In- 
dians travel from one reservation to 
the other to attend the fiestas. 

TRACK CONTRACTS. 


Contracts have been let to a Los 
Angeles contracting firm for the con- 
struction of four 3000-foot passing 
tracks on the Santa Fe's line from 
Los Angeles to Fullerton.

DOG RAILROAD IN ALASKA. 


Coal Is So High That Locomotives 

Have Been Retired in Favor of 

[New York Times:] Locomotives 
and the ordinary freight passenger 
cars have been retired in favor of 
dogs on the Seward Peninsular Rail- 
road, the “farthest North” railroad 
of the world. The road runs from 
Nome to Kougarok, eighty miles. 

The chief reason for the adoption 
of dog power was the government 
tax of $100 a mile per annum. The 
officers of the road found that it was 
impossible to earn enough to pay the 
very high price for coal for the loco- 
motives and the government tax as 
well, and therefore decided to dis- 
continue the trains. This was found 
to work such a hardship on the 
miners in the Kougarok region, as 
mails and freight were greatly de- 
layed, that they agreed to accept the 
proposition of Pete Yaeger, the gov- 
ernment mail contractor, who offered 
to lease the line. 

Yaeger constructed light cars that 
ran on four wheels with dog power, 
and it is said that he has been mak- 
ing faster time than the trains used 
to. These cars can carry several 
tons of freight and mails, and with 
from ten to fifteen dogs make the 
round trip in a week. 

A government railroad is projected 
that will run from Nome to the 
Alaska coal fields. This will bring 
the price of coal down from $20 a 
ton to about $3 or $4, and it is ex- 
pected that the Seward Peninsular 
Railroad again will become a steam 
rallroad instead of a dog road. 

For five years coal has been 
brought from British Columbia. and 
Australia and has been extensively 
used in thawing out the frozen ore 
and gold deposits. Many of the min- 
ing plants use coal also, although 
much fuel oil is being introduced.

Furthermore, the wireless 
apparatus is so arranged and tuned 
that it ts not interfered with by the 
more powerful waves that may be 
sent out by passing ships or by other 
wireless stations. 


Production of Polishing Material. 

{Geological Survey: ] The produc- 
tion of tripoli and of diatomaceous 
earth in 1913 was the largest in the 
history of the industry, being valued 
at $285,821, more than twice as much 
as that of the year previous when it 
amounted to 123,446. The amount 
of tripoll produced in 1913 was 20. 
797 short tons, valued at $216,581, 
and that of diatomaceous earth, 6586 
short tons, valued at $69,240. Tripoli 
is used as an abrasive and for other 
purposes, but much of it is used in the 
manufacture of filters. It is also used 
as paint, wood filler, metal polish, in 
soaps, in cleansers, and for making 
giass and facing foundry molds 
Diatomaceous earth is used as an 
abrasive in the form of polishing pow- 
ders and scouring soaps. Lately it 
has been found to be valuable in the 
manufacture of dynamite, as an in- 
sulating packing material for safes, 
steam pipes, and boilers, and as & 
fireproof building material.
